This fort of conduct, in his opinion, was both childith 
and ridiculous in the extreme.. For thefe reafons he

ranks throughout the kingdom ; and that all fervice, 
from whoever offered, would be gladly received. — 
Certainly: there were many matters of detail in the 
profecution of this meafure. When there were bodies 
of men in‘this town they fhould not be unemployed in 
the ule of arms; all. great manufactories, breweries, 
&c. fhould have the men trained and armed. — There 
was another fet to which there could be no objcétion : 
it was ridiculous on a Sunday to fee two hulking fellows 
behind a carriage—he thought there could be no objec- 
tion to theit being ‘trained. They might affemble in 
their feveral ftreets and fquares, and depofit their arms 
at night in the houfes of their refpective matters. He 
trufted, if there fhould be a neceflity, that not even a 
fingle conipany of guards would be left, but that his 
Majelty would entru(t. himfelf with valuntary corps. 
There -was another defeription of perfons to whom the 
thing had not occurred, or he believed they would have 
long-ago enrolled’ themfelves—he meant many young 
yentiémen of high rank, who we daily faw mounted on 
horfes of high bleod—prying the fruit fhops, and pa- 
trolling Bond Street, previous to their taking the field 
in Rotten Row. He was ready to give them full cre- 
dit fOr their {pirit—They would meet danger manfully, 
and in ghé hour of diftrefs they would not fly their 
country..-. He was convinced they would never be 
found dependant emigrants and wretched wanderers in 
a foreign Jand, 
With every defire to fee this ardent. fpirit kindled 
and blazing with force throughoyt the kingdom, yet he 
d, that the defire of peace fhould be more mani- 
» if pofible, than ever.» He would purchafe it at 
the price of fomé conceffion, if it could be obtained.— 


"But he felt ‘no hefitation in faying, that he did not 


dread the deftruétion of this country by the outward 
forc® of our enemy.. The real death of this country 
would originate from another fource. It would be in 
the difficulty of colleéting the burdens: impofed upon the 
people, and retaining their hearts. If the load of ex- 
peace we now endured was continued, that mutt be our 
diffolution ; and if we were driven to that abyfs of dif- 
trefs, yet even then we ought to thew our enemies, that 
we could be as defperate as themfelves, and if it came 
to the puth, be as ferocious robbers, and as good pirates. 
The mortal. wounds of this country he fufpected would 
come from the tongue and pen of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer—that pen, always calculating the produce 


_of.new taxes, and his eloquence, employed in perfuad- 


ing the Houfe of their neceflity. He hoped, what- 
ever our {tate of preparations might be, that we fhould 
not fail to avail ptr vac of any opportunity of uniting. 
There was one fituation, however, in which peace ought 
not to be made; and however much as an Englifhman 
he.felt it would not be fuccefsful, yet, let the Hon.

SERIAUX, Who drew up a report upon the fubje&t, after 
{tating the grounds upon which the French Government 
are to feize upon the land of Egypt, concludes thus : 
—“ The time is favourable, and they mult feize on 
“ this country to prevent others from doing it in their 
“ ftead.” 

It is with the utmoft  fatisfaGtion we learn, that the 
plan.of fitting out with guns, the boats of the merchant 
veffels,in. the different ports of England and Scotland, 
as propofed fome time ago, is now molt univerfally a- 
dopted. Nearly 4000 gun-boats, now fitted or fitting 
out, will thus be added to the ftrength of the country, 
and furnifh a force of incalculable utility 

On Thurfday difpatches were received at the Ad- 
miralty from off Breit. ‘The Triton frigate looked in- 
to that port on the 13th inftant, and the force in the 
outer road was'the fame as according to former obfer- 
vations.
